The most sensational part of 


a profoundly sensational book is 
the part in which Professor 
Blackett reasons why the Amer- 
icans did drop the atomic bomb 
on August 6. 

He shows, what was 
well established, that the Jap- 
anese rulers had already made 
secret overtures to the allies for 
peace. 

He shows that, even had no 
atomic bomb been dropped and 
even had the Red Army not 
swept across Manchuria on Aug- 
ust 8, Japan would almost cer- 
tainly have surrendered before 
the end of 1945 
There is no space here to de-

The Americans also knew that 
the Russians had so powerful an 
army in Siberia that they would 
probably score a quick and spec- 
tacular success. 

The war was winding up any- 
way 

Hence the net effect of Russia's 
entry into the war, under suck 
circumstances, would be an im- 
mense increase in her prestige 
and relative influence in Asia. 

So the atom bombs were drop- 
ped, with results we all know. 

They gave the Japanese Em- 
peror precisely the “out” that 
he required to surrender without 
too great a loss of face. 

Our North American fews- 
papers had simply gone wild 
over the atom bomb, 

In the world-wide furore and 
frenzy that followed !t, hardly 
anybody (but the military men in 
all countries) noted that the 
Soviet armies did enter the 
war within 48 hours after the first 
atomic bomb was dropped. 


Amazing 
Success 

They did score one of the most 
amazing successes in all history. 

They scored that victory 
against what was admittedly the 
flower of the Japanese Army. 

In a few days they completely 
defeated stronger Japanese arm- 
jes than all those met by the 
other allies in all the long years 
of war, following Pearl Harbor. 

Although Professor Blackett 
does not state it quite so badly, 
what his book says is this: 

The atpm bomb dropped on 
Hiroshima on August 6, 1945, was 
not the end of the Second World 
War. 

It was the beginning of the 
Third World War 

But Blackett seems to con- 
clude that the Third World War 
will remain a “ccld war.” 

He figures there are powerful 
factors which will bring both the 
U.S. and Soviet to their senses 
before the cold war reaches the 
“hot war” stage.

There likely will be some heart 
burnings, but need be no sur- 
prise, because State Secretary 
Dean Acheson has ruled out-—at 
least for the present—any Unit- 
ed States participation in a Paci- 
fic defence pact similar to the At- 
lantic treaty. 

The conditions on which the 
Atlantic alliance is built are quite 
different from those existing in 
the Orient. The secretary took 
note of that fact yesterday when 
he told a news conference in 
Washington: 

“While it is true that there are 
serious dangers to world peace 
existing in the situation in Asia, 
it also is true, as Prime Minister 
Nehru of India stated to the press 
the other day, that a Pacific de- 
fence pact could not take shape 
until present internal conflicts 
in Asia were resolved.” 

In the first place the Atlantic 
treaty covers a theatre which 
represents the greatest immediate 
threat to the western democra- 
cies. True, the Orient in due 
course may present an even 
greater menace—a fact which we 
most certainly can't ignore. How- 
ever, since we already have made 
a start in Europe, that must be 
our main immediate concern 

Then, too, the Atlantic treaty 
covers a compact front, present- 
ing a far more formidable de- 
fence. While many of its mem- 
bers are weak militarily, yet by 
and large they are at peace in- 


ternally. There is no civil war in 
any of them. 

The picture in the Orient is far 
different. Many of the countries 
in that huge area are torn by 
revolution—China, Burma, Ma!- 
aya, Indonesia. Chief of these, of 
course, is China with her popu- 
lation of 500,000,000. As Acheson 
points out, the dangers of Asia 
are those revolving about the 
present conditions of that coun-
